The Constitution of the United 
States was reviewed to Kiwaiiians

today a t noon b y Congressman W.

Nelson of Columb ia. 
Congress­ 
man Nelson, himself a Kiwanian, 
holding memb ership in the Colum­ 
b ia club gave his audience informa­ 
tion ab out the drafting of the con­ 
stitution tha t many memb ers of the 
club had not heard b efore. 
The 
constitution of 
the 
United 
States was w’ritten 140 years ago. 
It W’as W’ritten b y 55 men w’ho as­ 
semb led in Philadelphia, w’ith the 
idea of reviewing the then existing 
articles of government, which b e­ 
fore the meeting adjourned 
w’ere 
superceded 
b y 
the 
present 
Con­ 
stitution. 
There w’ere to have b een 
72 delegates at the meeting, 
hut 
for various reasons 
18 w’ere pre­ 
vented 
from 
attending. 
Among 
those in attendance 
w'as 
George 
Washington, 
w’ho 
had 
retired 
as 
general of the Continental 
Army. 
Mr. Nelson related how W ashing­ 
ton had declined at first to attend 
the meeting, giving as hi" reason 
that he w’as an old m an and unab le 
to travel. 
Washington w’as then 55 
years old. 
He ultimately consent­ 
ed to attend, riding the distance 
from 
Mount 
Vernon, 
Virginia 
to 
Philadelphia on horseb ack. 
He told 
of incidents atten ling the meeting 
of the secrecy that surrounded the 
delil)erations wdiich 
he 
said 
w’ere 
held 
b ehind 
closed 
doors 
with 
guards at all entrances. 
Congressman 
Nelson 
said 
that 
after the document had b een draft­ 
ed 
it containea 
ab out 4000 w’ords 
and could b e re.vd in 23 minutes. 
He said that a numb er of the dele­ 
gates refused to ^ign the document 
for various reasons and spoke of 
one man, a Mr. IMason who hap- 
pened 
to 
b e 
Mr. 
Nelson’s 
great 
grandfather, 
w'ho 
refused 
to 
sign 
the Constitution b ecause it did not 
prohib it slavery, 
Mr. Mason, him­ 
self, ow’ned ab out 7u0 slaves at the 
time, hut he w'as not only favorab le 
to 
freeing the slaves, b ut 
he re­ 
fused to sign a document that did 
not give freedom to them. 
Congressman Nelson very inter­ 
estingly told of the operations of 
the constitution, cf how’ it had serv­ 
ed 
a people of the greatest nation 
in the w’orld without repealing any 
of its sections, and pointed out the 
completeness of it t y referring to 
the w'onderful foresight of the men 
W’ho framed it. 
He said that there 
have b een 63 am endm ents offered 
to the constitution b ut that only 19 
of them had b een adopted. 
The description of the meeting 
held in Philadelphia, the type and 
character of the men w’ho sat in 
the meeting, 
the hab its and cus­ 
toms of the people in those primi­ 
tive days—a time w’hen telephones 
and radios w’ere iinknow’n, a time 
W’hen there w’ere no railroads and 
no 
steam ships—all 
w’ere 
interest­ 
ingly and 
graphically told to the 
pleasure and satisfaction 
r " all w’ho 
heard him.

MORE PUBLIC J OBS, MORE TAX 
EXPENSE 
The annual conference of state g ov er­ 
nors and sev eral institutes and economic 
cong resses hav e puzzled themselv es how 
to curb g rowing state ex trav ag ance. 
The Institute of Public Affairs wrack­ 
ed its brains two weeks at Charlottesv ille, 
Va., and cam^ to the noble conclusion 
that what the states needed was “ wiser, 
not less state spending .“ 
As the states 
hav e py ramided their ex penditures from 
8 2,227 ,9 00,000 in 19 13 to $7 ,400,000,000 
in 19 25, in addition to federal tax es, the 
statesmen of the hig h school of public ex ­ 
trav ag ance ag reed that some form of eco­ 
nomy in state affairs was necessary , not 
so much fewer dollars spent as better use 
of the dollars, “ increasing the efficiency 
and modernizing the conduct of public 
business.“ 
There was much learned talk about 
“ economies in the use of the tax dollar“ 
by the v arious g ov ernors attending , but 
none of these g ov ernors could show that 
the total ex penditures had not risen by 
leaps and bounds during their brilliant 
“ economy administrations.“ 
The basic fact remains that state poli­ 
ticians are constantly multiply ing func­ 
tions in the form of new activ ities, dupli­ 
cating federal activ ities and fashions in 
other states, all making places for hig h 
salaried, easy jobs which increase em­ 
ploy es in the public serv ice. 
The more the state is called upon to do 
for the people (outside the functio n of 
g ov erning ) what they could do for them­ 
selv es, the hig her the cost of g ov ernment 
mounts. 
The result is more public jobs 
at hig h pay . The simple-minded producer 
from the soil and industries must foot the 
bill in the form of increased tax es. Could 
any thing be simpler?

THE IDLER LOSES OUT 
Glenn Frank, president of the Univ er­ 
sity of Wisconsin, say s in a recent sy ndi­ 
cate article^ 
“ Society is unconsciously 
working tow^ard a sy stem of compulsory 
labor by making the idler and parasite a 
less and less popular fig ure.“ 
Here Dr. 
Frank points out one of the fundamental 
principles of American security and pros­ 
perity . 
Up to the coming into being of Amer­ 
ica, wealth was alway s reg arded not as 
the means toward prog ress or improv e­ 
ment, but simply the ag ency by which 
the possessor could liv e lux uriously and 
prodig ally without w^orry or work, at the 
ex pense of others. 
This attitude caused 
the fall of Rome and the g reat powers of 
that period; in France it resulted in the 
rev olution. 
In our owm time it has been 
striking ly ex emplified by Russia. 
Here, in America, there should be no 
dang er of bolshev ism for the simple rea­ 
son that the rich man works just as hard 
as, and often harder than the man who 
has no capital but his hands. 
He uses his 
wealth to promote g reat industries and 
centralize business, with the subsequent 
improv ement and well-being of all. 
In 
short, his money is to him the means to a 
v ery certain end: 
Ultimate perfection 
of his product or serv ice. 
Perfection is not y et here, but we can 
be sure that in America we are nearer it 
than ev er before, any where in the world. 
And one of the g reatest factors is what 
Dr. Frank speaks oU the discourag ement 
of* slothfulness 
and 
the 
tendency of 
wealth to use itself for the g ood of all.

Millions who believ ed slav ery stamped 
out in the British Empire hav e been as­ 
tonished to learn that the supreme court 
of the British protectorate of Sierra Leone 
has held it leg al for an owner of runaway 
slav es to recapture 
them, 
prov ided he 
does so without injuring them. 
These slav es are not, of course, held 
by white men, but by the chiefs of nativ e 
tribes. 
It appears that slav ery is being 
broug ht to a g radual end in the protec­ 
torate, 
No person can be broug ht into 
Sierra 
Leone to be a slav e; 
when an 
owner dies, his slav es become free; the 
children of slav es are free; and if a 
slav e escapes out of the protectorate, he 
can not be broug ht back. 
Thus in the 
course of y ears slav ery will die out. 
But it will 
probably 
disappear 
ev en 
sooner, now that the court has rev ealed 
to the world the ex istence of a sort of 
fug itiv e slav e law, and rendered a kind 
of Dred Scott decision. 
For public opin­ 
ion in Eng land has been mov ed and the 
colonial office will hav e to act. 
It would 
not be surprising if a few nativ e chiefs, 
a short while hence, will find themselv es 
doing their own work, or pay ing to g et it 
done.

IN SEDALIA 


Get rich quick schemes are not confin­ 
ed to bogus oil stocks and kindred af­ 
fairs. 
There is legitimate oil stock ju st 
as there is legitimate stock of other char­ 
acter. 
A man who is sup p osed to have 
more than ordinary ability , one who has 
been successful in life, will often laugh 
at those who invest a few hu ndred dol­ 
lars in some wild cat oil stock game, and 
ju st because a slick 
tongued 
salesman 
comes along with a p romotion offering 
something ju st as wild but with a strictl.v 
good name, the man who dodges the oil 
stock falls for the other. 
It just goes to 
p rove that Barnum was right. The Amer­ 
ican p eop le like to be fooled, and one 
lesson is rarely sufficient. 
There are laws to p rotect the p ublic 
from illegitimate securities but there is 
no law to p revent an enterp rise selling 
stock in a comp any which is unlikely to 
succeed. 
A good salesman, one who can 
p icture that legitimate enterp rise as p os­ 
sessed of qualities which p reclude every 
p ossibility of failure, p roves too much for 
the investor, and away goes the money . 
There is no law agai nt the ability to p aint 
investments by well worded .sp eeches in 
glowing colors. 
I'here are fe w cities w h ere lie re are 
' 
j.o t 
o ppo rtunities ev er at liand to r the I 


investor, op p ortunities where there is far 
less uncertainty 
than 
those 
offered in 
other p laces. 
When those op p ortunities 
loom so large that they may comp are with 
the descrip tion of the investment offered 
by the salesman from another city , there 
is in nine hu ndred and ninety instances 
out of a thousand, that there are local in­ 
vestors who are ready and willing to 
finaiice it. 
Op p ortunities that are trictly 
gilt edge rarely 
have 
to 
be p eddled. 
Where 
there 
is a chance 
element, of 
course, the wary beware, and then it is 
that cap ital must be found among those 
who are not looking for a gamble w'hen 
an investment is to be made. 
With so many investments in Sedaiia 
or at least with the op p ortunity for such 
great investments, it is p assing strange 
that there are not more of them taken 
advantage of. 
Surely it is not necessary 
to go to look for investors and say to them 
that Sedaiia needs cap ital and ability to 
take care of its real needs. 
Why not a

PEACE AN D PREPAREDNESS 


From the M ontreal Star. 
Peace is the most necessary condition 
for the world today . 
Another ,war like 
the great war would p robably result in 
the extinction of western culture. Every 
intelligent man knows this. 
Above all, 
those who took p art in the fighting be­ 
tween 1914 and 1918 know what modern 
warfare means, and know only too well 
that the next war will, as Marshal Foch 
has said, be a war against civilian p op ula­ 
tions. 
But there is no use losing our heads 
about the matter. 
There is no use intro­ 
ducing childish resolutions like that intro­ 
duced before the 
World 
Federation of 
Education Associations, at Toronto. The 
abolition of military training in all civil 
educational institutions is not as essential 
step in the cause of w^orld p eace. 
Be­ 
cause men are trained to keep discip line 
resp ect order and to carry on with their 
work, no matter how disagreeable, it does 
not necessarily mean that they will hence­ 
forth go about the world seeki ng whom 
they may devour. 
Military training, as tau ght in civil es­ 
tablishments, does not make soldiers in 
these day s. 
It makes good citizens, for 
any body who has been tau ght to do his 
job is a better citizen than the man who 
shirks it; and man for man, those who 
went to the war 
are 
better 
men than 
those who could have gone and did not 
go. 
But the sort of drill which is given in 
schools does not make fighting men to­ 
day . 
In hap p ier day s, when cannon balls 
could be dodged, and battles were won by 
the infantry which were more than a 
match for the op p osing infantry in muscu­ 
lar develop ment and quickness of move­ 
ment, the simp le manoeuvers of the p a­ 
rade ground were no doubt of p ractical 
use. 
But nowaday s when the whole army 
is being mechanicalized, and it is p ossible 
to serve through a long camp aign without 
ever seeing a live enemv\ it is nonsense 
to talk as if a training in discip line were 
the same as military training. 
The gen­ 
tlemen of the World Federation of Edu­ 
cation Association are talking too much 
by the book and too little from exp er­ 
ience. 


ELIMINATE CAUSE OF TRAFFIC 
DEATHS 


Comp ulsory automobile liability meas­ 
ures have been introduced in p ractically 
every legislature that has met this y ear, ’ 
but in only one state, Massachusetts, has 
such a measure become law. 
A measure 
almost identical wdth the Massachusetts 
law hos now 
been 
introduced 
in the 
Georgia legislature. 
One of the strongest arguments ad­ 
vanced by p rop onents of comp ulsory auto­ 
mobile liability insurance is that such a 
law would make it certain that all p er­ 
sons injured would receive damages. The 
argument will not hold, for p ersons hu rt 
through their own fault— and those cases 
are many — cannot collect damages. 
In Massachusetts a comp any has been 
up held for refusing to insure a risk be­ 
cause the driver 
got 
drunk. 
In some 
states, to meet this kind of cases, p olitic­ 
ians have gone to the extent of seeking a 
law comp elling comp anies to insure every 
risk. 
Why should an insurance comp any or 
the state be forced to insure a known 
bad risk? 
The state could simp ly refuse 
to give him an auto license, thus really 
contributing 
something 
constructive 
in 
the fight on traffic accidents. 
Ths ty p e 
of driver sp reads 
death 
and 
suffering 
from which there can be no adequate 
remedy or rep aration any more than from 
the horrors of war. 
We should strive to eliminate the cause 
for the great traffic death rate, not to 
sanction measures to make it easier for 
them to take p lace.
